Any Indian cngagmg in thamdnnm.

feast, zo called, shall be punished by
withholding his rations for 10 days or
less, or by imprisonment for 10 days or
less, on the first offense, a second offense
bringing not less than 10 nor more than
30 days of withholding rations, or im-
prisonment.

Plural or polygamons marringes here-
after entered intoreceive a penalty of $20
to £50, or hard labor for 20 to 60 days, or
both, and the forfeit of right to rations
while continuing in snch relations. Other
immorality of like nature is punished.
The willful destruction of property of
other Indians requires the making up of
its value and zlso 50 days’ imprisonment,

days Another noteworthy provision
proposed in the new regunlations reads as
follows:

“That if en Indian refuses or neglects
to ndo-pt hat its of indusiry or to engage
in civilized pursuits or employments, but
habitually spends his time in idleness
and loafing, heshall be decmed a vagrant
and guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall
upon the first convicticn thereof be lia-
blo to o fine of not more than & orto
imprisonment of not more than 10 days,
and for any subseqnent conviction there-
of to a fire of not more than £i0 or o
imprisonment for not more than 30 days,
in the diseretion of the court.”

This inclusion of vagrancy among of-
fenses punishable by the courts isamong
the changes in the new regulations
Any one who adopts the practices of
medicine mean or the arts of the conjurer
to prevent Indiums from abandoning
their barbarous customs is to be impris-
oned betwes n 10 and 30 days for the first
offense and not more than six months
for a subsequent one. The deterring nl‘
Indians from following civilized habirs
and pursnits, or their tluidr\“n from at-
tending schools, is also included under
this regnlation.

The district court judges have power
to solemnize marriages between Indians,
the fee for each not exceeding £1, and
they are to furnish certificates of such
marriages.

The Indian court in general term, com-
prising all the judges on a reservation.
sits at least once a month, and a majority
constitutes a quorum, but any judgment
to be valid wust have the concurrence of
a majority of all the judges on the reser-
vation, and wpon a failure of such a ma-
Jority to agree the case must be triad
again at a snbsequent term. It has ju-
risdiction in all appeals from the district
court and exclusive jurisdiction over all
civil cases hotween Indians and in the
administration of their estates.

It will be seen therefore that the Indian
couris are cf no little importance, wkile
of course the federal, state and terri-
torial comts also have a jurisdicticn
which need not be described in detail.—
Washington Letter,
